The personal qualifications desirable in any individual serving as a 
recreation leader have been listed frequently. One of the most critical analyses 
of such requirements appears in a booklet issued by the National Recreation 
Assooiation dealing with qualifications for community recreation work and based 
in large measure upon reports previously issued by a committee of recreation 
executives. The following list is from this publication: 


A sense of the worth and dignity of every human boing. 

An understanding of the interests and needs of people. 

A porsonal realization and understanding of the joy of life and of the art 
of living. / 

A sense of humor, 

A desire to sorvo, 

A concorn with tho growth and development of individuals through creative 
expression. 

A sympathotio attitude toward others! opinions and porsoralitios, 

A keon and understanding mind. 

An ability to lead democratically. 

A beliof in and enthusiasm for self-government, for democracy in recreations 

Storling charactor and personal intogrity. 

A ploasing, friendly porsorality. 

Organizing ability, 

Productive enorgy and enthusiasm 

Ability to get along with poople. 


Duties and Special Qualifications 


In tho light of experience, recommended standards have beon adopted for the 
several positions listed, These standards set forth the special qualifications, 
experience, ago, amd education considered necessary for satisfactory servico. 
They are not to be appliod rigidly to givon positions, but they set forth normal 
requirements which should bo mot by persons being considered for employment in 
reoreation. The duties, special qualifications, and education considered essential 
do not vary, as a rulo, according to the sizo of the city in which tho service is 
to bo rendered. In the case of the executive and supervisory positions, however, 
a differontiation in the minimum ago and experience requiroments is made between 
cities of varying populations. In goneral, tho largor community the broader 
the program and tho more complex the exocutivo and supervisory problems. Groater 
experience and maturity are thereforo required in handling them. 


Tho following page contains brief statements outlining tho essential duties 
of workors in tho various leadership positions and a few of the basic qualifice- 
tions for effective sorvico. College graduation or its equivalent is considered 
a roquiromont for all tho IG 1] pt whoro othorwiso indicatod,.

Dutios. To assist and advise his board or superior officer in formulating 
polioios and basio procedures govorning the work of the department and in putting 
thom into offect; to plan, care for, and manago areas and facilities; to doter- 
mino the activitios and servicos to be provided by the department and plan the 
dopartment!s program; to scloct, supervise, and train the department staff; to 
prepare tho anmal budget and supervise the keeping of departmontal rooords and 
reports; to conduct rescarch and spocial studies relating to tho work of the 
department and the city's recroation neods; to interpret tho program to the 
public and inform it as to the departmont's objectives and activities; to 
cooperate with other local agencies in dovoloping plans to meet tho city's 
loisuro-timo needs. 


His duties aro comparablo in many respects to those of a superintendent of 
schools. Most of his time is devoted to planning, organizing, supervising, 
and promoting tho work and interests of tho recreation department, In tho 
small community tho suporintondornt also porforms duties of a supervisory or 
directive naturo, which in the large cities aro porformed by other workers. 


Qualificctiors, Knowledge of the philosophy of recreations full under- 
standing of the significance of loisuro; familiarity with the many activities 
comprising the recreation program and with tho principles and methods essential 
to offoctivo program building; gereral knowledgo of rocreation aroas, facilitics, 
and equipmont and understanding of the principles underlying thoir offootivo 
devolopmont and uso; familiarity with porsonnol practices in ordor that ho may 
solect, organizo, supervise, and train his staff and socure their fullest co- 
operation; and knowledgo of the principles and mothods involved in sotting up a 
rocroation budgot and cost and service records, in intorproting tho work of his 
dopartmont, in handling its business affairs, in conducting studios and in 
building up cooporativo relationships with othor oommunity agencies, In short, 
ho must havo thoso qualities which characterize tho student, promoter, organizor, 
and oxocutivo. From 1 to 6 ycars! oxporionoo in a subordinate oxcoutive capacity 
in recreation is considored ossontiaol,

Some Highlights in the Local Recreation Picture 


Vigo County Community Council issued A Study of Recreation in 
Terre Haute, Indiana, prepared by National Recreation Ass'n. 

Youth Center, Inc. closed (a service club withdrew financial 
support. ) 


Terre Haute Council of P.T.A. set up a Recreation Committee. 


Study committee called by T.H. Jr. Chamber of Commerce to 
discuss problem of wholesome recreation for teen-agers. 
Grew into Recreation Development Association.

FOREWORD 


The recreational program of Terre Haute has long been of interest to 
many persons and groups concerned with the basic needs of people. The Terre 
Haute Council of P.T.A. joined, in 1957, the growing number of organizations 
concerned with problems of community recreation and set up a committee on 
recreation. This committee worked as diligently, as carefully and as thought- 
fully as any chairman could desire, One recommendation -- that local P.T.À.s 
conduct study programs on recreation and the 1955 Park and Recreation Law -— 
was carried out. The other —- requiring political action -- died quietly in 
the city council chambers. 


Today there is new interest in recreation as a civic problem. Some people 
want five pools; some want more, some less; many people have personal pre- 
ferences about size, shape and location of pools, One group is soliciting 
funds for a baseball field; some people want a football stadium; some want a 
field house, There are references to a civic center, but what is wanted, what 
is needed, and what might be provided and with what funds is fairly hazy to 
the general public, 


Meanwhile, taxpayers continue to pay for pools and stadium owned by the 
city; the school corporation continues its school-year program and summer- 
recreation program for children and high-school youth; Indiana State continues 
its expansion with a large new gym; the community is clobbered by its civic 
leaders for its continued failure to support United Fund, many of whose member 
agencies carry out public and semi-public recreation programs, The Park 
Board is bombarded by reouests of all kinds in the area of recreation. 


Groups which are most articulate and which can exert the most pressure 
stand a pretty good chance of getting what they want. They also help to keep 
the community separated into many different factions. 


Who should decide what is best for the total community and how much it 
ought to cost? The P.T.A. supported the Park and Recreation Law of 1955 be- 
cause it felt that the recreation needs of this community had reached propor- 
tions where the whole community should take responsibility by means of its 
local government, The executive committee of the Terre Haute Council of P.T.A, 
asked that an account be written of the study which led to its stand on this 
law, This paper is an attempt to do so and is more a record of how the com- 
mittee arrived at certain conclusions than a statistical report, Figures use- 
ful in 1957 are of little use in 1961. 


It is the sincere hope of many people, as it was of the 1957-58 committee, 
that this community might soon be drawn together in support of a law which 
provides a mature and responsible way in which community needs of cultural 
advancement and wholesome recreation might be met.

REPORT OF RECREATION COMMITTZE WORK 


In March, 1957, the Council of Parent Teacher Associations of Terre Haute 


made provision for a committee on recreation. A chairman was appointed, a widely- 


al 


representative committee" was selected, and the group met for the first time on 


April 22, 1957, at the First Baptist Church. The purpose of the committee as 
stated by the chairman was to study the recreation problem in Terre Haute and to 
determine what action, if any, should be taken by the P.T.A. 

The following 13 topics were listed by the group as questions they wished to 


study and discuss: 


1, Do we need a recreation director? 
2. Do we need a pool first? 
3. How can we have an adequate recreation program for all age groups? 
4. Do we need a separate youth center first? 
5. Is a study of the city budget needed? 
6. How can we get the most out of our recreation dollar? 
7. Is a recreation tax needed? 
8, Could there be a survey of other cities! ways of solving problems? 
9, Can we coordinate with the Hulman Foundation? 
10. Will industry, labor, and Indiana State Teachers College cooperate 
with finances and facilities? 
ll. Workable plan for a recreation director? (integrated with college?) 
12, Duties, cualifications and authority of recreation director? 
13. What about segregation in planning programs? 


These topics were condensed into six subject areas, and each member of the com- 
mittee chose one to investigate and to report on. Areas of study were: recre- 
ation director; adequate recreation programs; pool; finances; surveys of other 


cities; and segregation in local recreation programs.

Other reports were given by members of the committee who studied particular 
areas, The budget of the Park Department ($167,279.00) was explained after it 
was examined with the Superintendent of Parks, Mr. L. V. Letzkus. The indebted- 
ness on pools and stadium, included in the same bond issue, and payable at the 
rate of $36,000 pcr year until 1965, was investigated. The committee was told 
that it was impossible for the city to pay off the debt any faster even if it 
had the money and it was also impossible to tear down the unused pools before 
the debt was paid,

The reports on pools were received with interest as the mayor had proposed 


for the second time (in January, 1957) a plan for a pool at Deming Park and re- 
activation of the Washington Park pool; he was urging the Park Board to take 
action, Findings of the members who had talked with some of Terre Haute's 
Negto citizens indicated that Negroes definitely did not wish to have the Wash- 
ington Park pool reactivated.

THE PARK AND RECREATION ACT OF 1955 
One way for Terre Haute to have a recreational director would be under its 
present system. (Sce Figure 2). A recreational director might be employed by the 
Park Board or by the Superintendent of Parks. Another way, which was reported to 
the committee in Juno, 1957, would be under the Park and Recreation Law of 1955. 
(See Figure 1). This act^ provides opportunity for the establishment of compre- 
hensive park and recreation programs. It was designed to promote good citizenship 
by stimulating public health, safety, and welfare. The law recognized recreation 
as an essential need of all people and parks as primary facilities for public 
recreation, Any city (or county) may enact an ordinance under this enabling act 
to create a single Department of Parks and Recreation composed of a board, a 


superintendent, and other personnel as needed,

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INFORMATIONAL MEETING FOR CITY COUNCILMEN 
AND PARK BOARD 


One councilman, Pete Lamb, was present at the July 8 meeting. Mr. Busby had 
phoned expressing his regret at not being able to attend. No word had been re- 
ceived from any of the other councilmen, No Park Board representative was present 
either, although Mr. Strachan had written expressing his interest and regretted 
that he had a previous commitment. The P.T.A, Committee members were present ex- 
cept the Rev. John Constant and Mrs, arthur Anderson. The Recreation Development 
Association and Chamber of Commerce Recreation Committee were represented by Earl 
Pike and Dick Tuttle.

Mrs. Thomson reported that she and Mr. Constant had talked with Mayor Tucker 
about the same kind of ordinance for Terre Haute, and that Mayor Tucker was not in 
favor of it. He had stated that in his opinion, Terre Haute needed something to 
direct before it had a director, When the committee members had pointed out that 
Terre Haute had many excellent recreation programs already in existence and many 
facilities available which the Law of 1955 could be effective in coordinating and 
expanding, Mayor Tucker had replied that he would not be in favor of this act 
because it gave too much power to the Board, 

There was discussion as to whether or not a public informational meeting 
should be held, but the decision was that the community was not receptive at the 
present time,
